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Traffic deaths deserve more attention from cops and prosecutors, says husband of victim

Police need to do a better job 
investigating drivers who mow 
down pedestrians, says the hus¬ 
band of a woman who was killed 
by an unlicensed — and possi¬ 
bly drunk — driver on a Clinton 
Hill street in 2011. The widower 
lashed out at the cops who bun¬ 
gled the examination of his wife’s 
death so badly her alleged killer 
was never brought to trial. 

Jake Stevens damned police on 
Sunday during a memorial ser¬ 
vice for Clara Heyworth at the 
site of her death at the age of 28, 
calling them out for not ensuring 
the driver who killed ever saw a 
day behind bars. 

“F— the police,” Stevens said 
while standing at the corner of 
Dekalb and Vanderbilt avenues, 
where Heyworth was run down as 
he watched helplessly. “There has 
not been, and there will never be, 
ever, any justice for Clara.” 

The widower called on cops 
to do a better job investigating 
traffic deaths and ensuring fu¬ 
ture traffic deaths get the atten¬ 
tion they deserve. 

“We are here for those that 
come after us, not for those we 
lost,” he said. 

Heyworth died in 2011 after a 
driver struck her as she crossed 
the intersection. 

A Breathalyzer test admin¬ 
istered at the scene showed the 
driver — who only had a learn¬ 
er’s permit — had been drink¬ 



ing, but he refused further tests 
and a judge tossed the results 
when it was learned police from 
the 88th Precinct had not cal¬ 
ibrated the testing kit in four 
years, according to a report in 
Gothamist at the time. 
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The police further dropped the 
ball, Stevens accused, by failing 
to send the Accident Investiga¬ 
tion Squad to the scene until three 
days after the crash. Because of 
the weak investigation, the dis¬ 
trict attorney did not press charges 


and the driver walked. 

“The police failed to investi¬ 
gate her death, the D. A. failed to 
prosecute,” he said. “In doing so, 
they failed all of us.” 

Loved ones gathered at the in¬ 
tersection once again called for in-

creased regulations to hold killer 
drivers accountable for their ac¬ 
tions. Activists painted a pair of 
rose-studded angel wings on the 
pavement. 

Stevens has filed a civil suit 
against the driver. 

The memorial was organized 
by Right of Way, a road safety 
group that calls attention to bike 
and pedestrian deaths and lobbies 
for increased penalties for reck¬ 
less motorists. 

In the past the group would 
spray paint white body outlines 
at the site of pedestrian fatali¬ 
ties to call attention to what they 


criticized as a lack of investiga¬ 
tion of such deaths. An orga¬ 
nizer said they have shifted to 
making memorials less confron¬ 
tational since Mayor DeBlasio be¬ 
gan taking road safety more seri¬ 
ously with his so-called “Vision 
Zero” initiative, which aims to 
end pedestrian fatalities in the 
city but, he said, there is still a 
long way to go. 

“When police do a terrible job 
of an investigation they screw over 
the victims and their families all 
over again,” said road safety ac¬ 
tivist Keegan Stephan, who helped 
paint the memorial.

Under new management 

Judge takes running of troubled senior residence from owner

A judge took the reins of a Grand Army 
Plaza old-folks home from its embattled 
owner and handed them over to a tempo¬ 
rary administrator last month, which will 
hopefully ensure that the facility’s resi¬ 
dents will be cared for while court pro¬ 
ceedings againstthe owner continue—and 
that they will continue at all, said a Park 
Slope pol who welcomed the news. 

“The core court case could not have 
been heard if all of the residents had been 
driven out through illegal mismanage¬ 
ment, so thankfully the judge appointed 
someone who will provide basic services,” 


said Councilman Brad Lander (D-Park 
Slope). “The judge has been the sole pro¬ 
tector of the residents, but he cannot pro¬ 
vide day-to-day protection.” 

Brooklyn Supreme Court Justice 
Wayne Saitta seized the management 
of Prospect Park Residence from owner 
Haysha Deitsch on April 10 and appointed 
Brian Rosenman, a nursing home ad¬ 
ministrator, as receiver, as first reported 
by the Brooklyn Daily Eagle. 

The move comes more than a year af¬ 
ter Deitsch first announced he intended 
to close the facility citing financial dif¬ 
ficulties — a claim The Brooklyn Paper 
revealed to be bogus when court docu¬ 


ments showed he had actually agreed 
in January 2014 to sell the building for 
$76.5 million once he had cleared out all 
the residents. Most of the facility’s 120- 
odd residents decamped, but a handful 
remained, and their angry relatives sued 
Deitsch and the Department of Health to 
keep the facility open and create a new 
closure plan, claiming the original plan 
was illegal and inadequate. Saitta or¬ 
dered Deitsch to keep the facility open 
for the holdouts and continue providing 
the services laid out in their leases un¬ 
til the lawsuit could be settled. 

But the remaining residents and their 
families accused Deitsch of cutting ser¬ 


vices, and the original lawsuit became 
mired in sideshow litigation. Advocates 
for the residents say Deitsch only kept 
a skeleton crew of staff, dimmed hall¬ 
way lighting, and served shoddy meals, 
which they claim was a deliberate ploy 
to force the inhabitants out. 

“For a year Haysha Deitsch has shown 
he had no intention of providing ser¬ 
vices,” said Lander. “We have every rea¬ 
son to believe that his goal was to make 
the facility unlivable.” 

The number of people in the home has 
now dwindled to seven. But Lander said 
he hopes the new management will allow 
the remaining residents to see justice.

Massive record fair draws thousands to Expo Center

Wax on! 

New Jersey radio station 
WFMU brought its famed an¬ 
nual record fair to Brooklyn for 
the first time last weekend, draw¬ 
ing thousands of music fans from 
around the globe to Greenpoint’s 
Brooklyn Expo Center. Attend¬ 
ees said the long-running bazaar 
is a great place to uncover hid¬ 
den gems. 

“The radio station is the num¬ 
ber one source for me finding 
good music, and the record fair 
is the same way,” said station vol¬ 
unteer Sasha Jones. “I go there 
and I play roulette by buying a 
bunch of $1 and $2 records that 
I never heard of before.” 

More than 200 vendors hawked

their wares to 3,500 record geeks 
between Friday and Sunday. 

The fair, like the radio sta¬ 
tion, is known for champion¬ 
ing obscure musical genres, 
such as psychedelic, no wave, 
experimental, and old rockabilly. 
WFMU held the first fair at a 
Hoboken Elks Lodge in 1993, 
and in the intervening 22 years, 
it has become one of the most 
popular record fairs in the coun¬ 
try, serving as a gathering place 
for vinyl fetishists from near 
and far, Jones said. 

“So many people show up to 
congregate in the same place who 
only get to see each other once 
or twice a year,” she said. 

This year’s fair hosted musi¬ 
cal performances by OliviaNeu- 
tron John, Danny Kroha, and 


Conspiracy of Beards, which 
is an a cappella Leonard Co¬ 
hen cover band. Fair organiz¬ 
ers also screened a handful of 
bizarre films, including Fran¬ 
cis Ford Coppola’s low-budget 
horror film “Dementia 13” and 
creepy 1962 cult classic “Car¬ 
nival of Souls.” 

And the Expo Center was a 
big hit in its first spin as a venue, 
said an organizer. 

“This is the best place that 
we have done it,” said station 
manager Ken Freedman. “It 
has great acoustics and natu¬ 
ral lighting, good bathrooms 
and ventilation. Load-in is al¬ 
ways hard because records are 
heavy, [but] the problems that 
we have had in the past were 
nonexistent.”

Ratner brings Hitchcock's Holocaust doc to screen

On May 19, the Museum 
of Jewish Heritage will pre¬ 
miere a never-before-seen 
1945 documentary directed 
by Alfred Hitchcock. But un¬ 
like a typical film by the mas¬ 
ter of suspense, this isn’t a psy¬ 
chological thriller that will 
leave viewers wondering until 
the mystery is finally unrav¬ 
eled at the last minute. 

Rather, the documentary 
was made with the opposite 
intent: to erase any mystery 
about what really happened 
in the Nazi death camps, to 
expose the unvarnished truth 
about the Holocaust. 

It’s called “German Con¬ 
centration Camps Factual Sur¬ 
vey,” and it will be screened 
for the first time thanks to the 
efforts of developer Bruce Rat¬ 
ner, chairman of the board of 
trustees ofthe Museum of Jew¬ 
ish Heritage in Manhattan. 

When the camps were liber¬ 
ated, extensive footage of them 
was shot by British, American 
and Russian military camera¬ 
men, as well as by newsreel 
cameramen. 

This array of film, in turn, 
was used by the British Min¬ 
istry of Information to cre¬ 
ate a documentary that would 
condemn the Nazi regime and 
document the magnitude of its 
crimes. In short, it was meant 
to be the film to be shown to 
German prisoners of war and 
the German public after the 
fall of the Third Reich. 

Sidney Bernstein, chief of 
the film division of the Psy¬ 
chological Warfare Division of 
the Allied Expeditionary Force, 
initiatedthe project and fought 
for its production. Hitchcock— 
who was described by Bern¬ 
stein as the film’s director — 
spent a month overseeing the 
editing. Ultimately, though, 
the film was shelved. 

Now, seven decades later, 
England’s Imperial War Mu¬ 
seum has digitally restored the 
documentary and assembled 
it for the first time exactly as 
Bernstein and Hitchcock orig¬ 
inally intended. 

Ratner is best known for 
his development prowess, in¬ 


cluding building the New York 
Times building and, in Down¬ 
town, MetroTech and the new 
Barclays Center — home of 
the Nets, of which he is a part 
owner. He is currently con¬ 
structing three buildings in 
the Atlantic Yards project— 
now known as Pacific Park 
Brooklyn—half of whose to¬ 
tal units will be below market 
rate. Work will soon begin on 
a fourth building, which will 
be 100 percent below market 
rate. When fully built, the proj¬ 
ect will have 2,250 below-mar- 
ket-rate units 

In addition to his develop¬ 
ment work, Ratner said he takes 
immense pride in work with 
Museum of Jewish Heritage. 
The opportunity for the mu¬ 
seum to host the East Coast 
premiere of the documentary 
is a great honor, he said. 

“I would say it’s a major mo¬ 
ment in Holocaust documen¬ 
tary,” he said. “When the Rus¬ 
sians reported on Auschwitz, 
it wasn’t believed. This film 
was meant to prove and show 
what the German people and 
what the Nazis had done — 
and then to tell the people of 
the world.” 

“It still shakes the soul, 
shakes the mind to see this 
film,” Ratner said. “The ‘Ho¬ 
locaust,’ the word, did not ex¬ 
ist as we know it now until the 
1970s. Had this documentary 
been shown atthe time, it would 
have acceleratedunderstanding 


of the atrocities and extreme 
brutality of the Nazis.” 

As for why the film was left 
on the shelf, he said, there were 
a number of factors. 

“It got delayed, in general, 
in the summer of 1945,” he 
said. “They didn’t have 
the Russian material from 
Auschwitz.” 

But the film’s visceral im¬ 
pact and condemning message 
were also reasons why it was 
not shown back then—there 
was a fear of alienating the 
Germans and driving them 
toward the Soviets. Rebuild¬ 
ing became the focus, not de- 
Nazi-fication. 

“You wanted to win them 
over, and it was felt that this 
would not do that,” Ratner 
said. “Germany became the fo¬ 
cal point of the Cold War.” 

Ratner was born in 1945, 
and growing up, heard family 
members talking about the Ho¬ 
locaust. His family lost about 
120 members across Germany 
and Eastern Europe in the war. 
Afterward, his father spon¬ 
sored many survivors who 
came over to America. 

In 1976, Ratner went to 
Poland to see Auschwitz for 
himself. 

“It was communist,” 
he said. “Nobody visited 
Auschwitz in those days.” 

The Nazis killed about 1 
million Jews at the infamous 
killing camp. Other victims 
included Gypsies, the dis¬ 


abled, homosexuals, dissi¬ 
dents and non-Jewish Poles 
and Russians. 

“It’s inexplicable,” Ratner 
said. “That’s why it very much 
resonates today.” 

As the Russians filmed 
Auschwitz, the British doc¬ 
umented Bergen-Belsen, and 
the Yanks recorded other sites. 
Other camps shown include 
I Dachau,BuchenwaldandMaj- 
3 danek. In all, the film includes 
is footage from 14 locations (10 
| camps and four sites of atroc- 
\ ity) discovered in Austria, 
-i Germany and Poland. 

The combat cameramen 
who shot the footage used 
very simple cameras, Rat¬ 
ner noted, but “there were a 
lot of them.” 

Although Bernstein called 
Hitchcock the director, he was 
really more of a “treatment ad¬ 
viser,” according to Ratner. 

The documentary bears a 
Hitchcock hallmark, Ratner 
said — long, wide shots that 
show the scenes in their full 
context. It also uses symbol¬ 
ism to evoke the camps’ hor¬ 
rors. 

“Hitchcock was always 
about symbolism,” Ratner 
said. “It’s not like the 15-min¬ 
ute newsreels of the day. It’s 
done with a certain degree of 
artistry and care.” 

Five rough-cut reels of the 
film were originally com¬ 
pleted, but a planned sixth 
reel was never made — un¬ 
til now. To create the new, dig¬ 
ital version, the restorers went 
back to the original footage 
— a total of 100 reels of film 
—and followed the 1945 film 
team’s instructions. 

Ratner has seen five of the 
film’s six reels. Asked how 
graphic it is, he said, “It’s very 
hard to watch.” 

For now, the plan is to show 
the long-lost documentary on 
only one night, May 19, at the 
Museum of Jewish Heritage.

13 at www.radiofreebrook- 
lyn.com. The duo will cast 
the commercial-free station 
from beneath the bike store 
Velo Brooklyn on Dekalb 
Avenue, between Central 
and Wilson avenues, where 
they have cobbled together 


a jury-rigged assemblage of 
record players, microphones, 
computers, and mixers that 
mostly came out of Tenney’s 


closets. The whole operation 
is running on a shoestring, 
Tenney said. 

“Right now, this is all 


funded from right out of 
our pockets,” he said.

Tour do France 

Afropunk Fest going global

It is an American music 
festival in Paris. 

Fort Greene’s Afropunk 
Festival, which has showcased 
black alternative bands and 
artists in the borough for more 
than a decade, is going global 
this year, branching out to the 
City of Lights and a handful 
ofU.S. cities. Other metrop¬ 
olises had been clamoring for 
their own version of the fest, 
so organizers said they an¬ 
swered the call. 

“They are cities we had 
our eyes on and communi¬ 
ties have been requesting we 
come there, so we took it as a 
natural evolution of what we 
are doing,” said Jocelyn Coo¬ 


per, co-owner of Afropunk, 
the organization behind the 
festival as well as an online 
magazine and forum of the 
same name. 

The production company 
will launch its first Afro¬ 
punk Paris on May 23 and 
24 with a mix of American, 
European, and African acts. 
The bill includes Willow and 
Jaden Smith—the precocious 
offspring of actor and rapper 
Will Smith—British folk and 
soul singer Lianne La Havas, 
and Nigerian blues-funk artist 
Keziah Jones. And Brooklyn 
will be well represented, with 
Bushwick synth-pop singer 
Twin Shadow and Williams- 
burger Zoe Kravitz’s band Lo- 
lawolf both playing. 


The company will also 
throw an Afropunk Festival 
in Atlanta in October, after 
a concert it hosted there last 
year was a hit, and smaller 
shows in Los Angeles and 
Washington, D.C. later this 
year, said Cooper. 

And of course the annual 
Brooklyn fest — which has 
previously hosted stars in¬ 
cluding Cee Lo Green, Janelle 
Monae, D’Angelo, and Bad 
Brains—will be back at Com¬ 
modore Barry Park in Fort 
Greene in late August. 

And Cooper said the com¬ 
pany does not plan to stop with 
Paris—Afropunk eventually 
hopes to expand the festival 
to both South Africa and Bra- 
| zil, she said.

ducing live shows — Prich¬ 
ard founded the now-defunct 
Surf Reality’s House of Urban 
Savages performance space 
in Manhattan, while Tenney, 
who is also a New York City 
theater fixture, is the founder 
of the annual Re/Mixed Me¬ 
dia Festival, which celebrates 
art made through appropri¬ 
ation and mash-ups. 

The station will feature an 
eclectic lineup of shows, with 
themes including the war on 
drugs, storytelling, and Top 
40 tracks from the 1960s. One 
show will feature local bur¬ 
lesque performer Legs Ma¬ 
lone reading ancient chil¬ 
dren’s bedtime stories. 

“She has a very sultry, 
erotic voice, so we thought 
she would be perfect,” said 
Tenney, adding that the show 
will hit the internet waves 
every morning at 1:30 am, 
because that is his own bed¬ 
time. 

Comedian Liam McE- 
neany will host a call-in talk 
show called “Live from the 
Hipster Triangle.” He will en¬ 
tertain callers on the topic of 
what he calls the triangle of 
Brooklyn gentrification — 
Williamsburg, Greenpoint, 


and Bushwick. 

“It is like the Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle, but in this case, your 
money cannot get out,” said 
McEneany. “It will basically 
be about anything people hate 
about hipster Brooklyn.” 

Some presenters will 
cast their shows live from 
the station’s subterranean 
headquarters, while other 
hosts will record their shows 
ahead of time and then send 
them in. 

“We are basically doing 
it like the National Public 
Radio model,” said Tenney. 
“This is almost exactly like 
what they are doing right 
now.” 

The pair will debut Ra¬ 
dio Free Brooklyn with a live 
broadcast and launch party at 
Lucky 13 Saloon in Gowanus 
at 9 pm on May 13. 

They are also still accept¬ 
ing applications for show 
ideas.

Junk store closes N. 9th Street outlet

They’re cleaning house!

ager of the remaining Junk 
store on Driggs Avenue be¬ 
tween N. Sixth and N. Sev¬ 
enth streets. 

The Junk store on N. Ninth, 
like its sister store on Driggs 
Avenue, was overflowing with 
old suitcases, chairs, type¬ 
writers, mirrors, rugs, man¬ 
nequins, mediocre artwork, 
and all manner of flea-mar¬ 
ket detritus. Vintage stores 
still have cachet in Bushwick, 
where there are several, but 
with rents in Williamsburg 
skyrocketing, Junk was not 
the best use of cavernous 
spaces, said Orama. 

The N. Ninth Street lo¬ 
cation opened 11 years ago, 
and the Driggs Avenue shop 
opened in 2011. 

Orama declined to say how 
much the landlord wanted to 
raise the rent or how much 
the rent will be in the new 
shop. 

The new store on Union 
Avenue will open in mid- 
May, he said. 



Holy smokes! 

Kids get special tour of 
historic Slope firehouse

Kids in Park Slope — and 
at least one curious reporter— 
got the chance to see a piece 
of Brooklyn history on May 
2, when Engine 239 on Fourth 
Avenue threw open its doors 
for a tour. The event gave an 
up-close view of the life of 
New York’s bravest, accord¬ 
ing to one excited child. 

“I felt like a real fire¬ 
fighter,” said Kaitlyn English, 
as she climbed down from in¬ 
specting the truck. 

The Fourth Avenue fire¬ 
house, which sits on the Park 
Slope side between Sixth and 
Seventh avenues, was open 
for the afternoon as part of a 


city wide open house event in 
honor of the FDNY’s 150th 
anniversary. But unlike the 
vast majority of ho-hum sta¬ 
tions throughout the city, the 
home of Engine 239 carries 
the mark of an earlier breed 
of Brooklyn’s Bravest. 

The firehouse was built in 
1931, three decades after the 
Mistake of’98, when Brook¬ 
lyn —and its fire department 
— merged with the rest of 
New York. But despite never 
seeing those heady days of in¬ 
dependence, it was still embla¬ 
zoned with the initials of the 
Brooklyn Fire Department, 
which remain above its main 
entrance to this day. 

Among the things English

learned in her tour of the station 
are that a fire engine carries be¬ 
tween 400 and 500 gallons of 
water, and that sliding down a 
fire pole really is quicker than 
taking the stairs. 

Just as English was ex¬ 


pressing her admiration for 
the firefighters’ willingness 
to put their lives on the line, 
a call came in, the firefight¬ 
ers suited up, and the engine 
tore out of the station with 
lights blaring. 


New ramps for Verrazano

The Metropolitan Trans¬ 
portation Authority is re¬ 
building and moving ramps 
on the Brooklyn side of the 
Verrazano-Narrows Bridge— 
stirring up what the bridge’s 
original engineer called a 
“spaghetti pile” of existing 
ascents—in an effort to speed 
along drivers on the Gordian 
knot of interchanges tying the 
bridge to the Belt Parkway and 


Gowanus Expressway. 

“The project will involve 
the construction of a new 
ramp which will weave its 
way through the spaghetti 
pile formed by the existing 
and complex ramp network 
forming the Brooklyn ap¬ 
proaches to the bridge,” ac¬ 
cording to a memo from Am- 
mann & Whitney, the firm 
that designed the bridge and 
which is overseeing construc¬ 
tion on the new ramps. 


Workers are erecting a new 
approach to connect the Gow¬ 
anus Expressway’s existing 
high-occupancy vehicle and 
bus lane to one the authority is 
creating on the bridge, accord¬ 
ing to a spokeswoman. 

It is also re-jiggering a small 
portion of the ramps connect¬ 
ing the 50-year-old span to the 
Belt Parkway to make room for 
the new lane, but drivers won’t 
notice a difference once the 
work is done, she said. 


Connecting commuter lanes 
on the bridge and the Gowanus 
Expressway willhelp folks nav¬ 
igate the perennially-snarled 
interchange where the two link 
up, an official said. 

“The new Bus/HOV lane 
on the bridge will be a great 
benefit to all who use it,” said 
Verrazano-Narrows Facility 
Engineer David Riggs. “It is 
the missing piece of the puzzle 
that will save people time and 
improve traffic flow daily.”

Mexican musicians play tribute to Morrissey at BAM

ow soon is ahora? 

Mexican musicians will re-imag- 
ine the songs of mononymic musi¬ 
cal monolith Morrissey in a show at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music on May 10. 
Setting music by the morose former front¬ 
man of the Smiths to bouncy south-of-the- 
border instrumentation may sound like a 
culture clash, but for many Mexicans and 
Mexican-Americans, Moz’s heavy lyrics 
are a light that will never go out, one per¬ 
former said. 

“His music is charged with drama, black 
humor, irony—we have that in our DNA,” 
said bandleader Camilo Lara, who lives 


in Mexico City and also founded elec¬ 
tronic music project the Mexican Institute 
of Sound. “That is why we love telenove- 
las [soap operas] and lucha libre [Mexi¬ 
can wrestling].” 

Lara said his love affair with Morrissey 
began when he was 6 and his older brother 
started spinning tunes from British post-punk 
bands XTC, Bauhaus, and the Smiths. 

“I enjoyed those more than ‘Sesame 
Street,’ ” Lara said. “I think every single 
band in Mexico ... has been influenced 
by the Smiths.” 

This year, he put together Mexrrissey, a 
supergroup with members from indie Mambo 
act Calexico, hair metal mock-rock group 
Moderatto, and punks Tijuana No! The col¬ 
lective translated Moz’s lyrics into Spanish 


and incorporated traditional elements like 
Mariachi-style horn sections and the clave 
— the tightly syncopated rhythmic back¬ 
bone for many styles of Latin music. 

Melding the disparate elements is not 
a simple task, according to one Latin mu¬ 
sic producer. 

“Some songs, especially English ones 
originating in the United States, are at times 
impossible to place in clave,” Salsa pro¬ 
ducer Sergio George said in the 2008 book 
“Sounding Salsa: Performing Latin Music 
in New York City.” 

But Lara’s ability to seamlessly weave to¬ 
gether English and Latin music is testament 
to his skill as an arranger, one critic said. 

“He’s gotten to be so good at marrying tra¬ 
ditional Mexican sounds—whether they’re 


mariachi horns or traditional rhythms — 
with a very modern rock form and sensi¬ 
bility,” said WNYC radio’s John Schaefer, 
who will host a discussion with Lara before 
Mexrrissey takes the stage on May 10 as 
part of the station’s annual Radio Love Fest 
series at the Fort Greene arts institution. 
“It takes a really keen ear and a really deft 
touch to pull off that sort of thing.” 

For Lara, the biggest hurdle was capturing 
Morrissey’s voice amid his verbosity. 

“He tends to put a lot of words in little 
spaces,” Lara said. “It was a great exercise. 
These are not translations — these are ad¬ 
aptations. We didn’t want to make a trib¬ 
ute or a cover band — we wanted to do a 
band that really re-appropriated Morrissey 
songs with a Mexican DNA.”

A massive all-female Afro- 
Brazilian drum group bass-ed 
in Brooklyn is celebrating its third 
birthday with a show at Littlefield in 
Gowanus on May 16.

In its three years of existence, 
the group has opened for the Roll¬ 
ing Stones, graced the cover of fe¬ 
male drummer magazine Tom Tom, 
and paraded through dozens of street 
festivals in New York City.

Batala mem¬ 
bers all play one of four types of 
brightly colored drums, on which they 
bang out samba-reggae arrangements 
from the movement’s home in north¬ 
eastern Brazil.

Kovacs and assistant director Laura 
Torell founded the New York arm in 
2012 after visiting Brazil to learn how 
it all works, and bringing 35 drums 
home with them. Only 18 people came 
to the group’s first rehearsal in the 
basement of a Dumbo warehouse, 
but the band has since boomed to 86 
members, with somewhere between 
40 and 60 players joining in for most 
shows. The ensemble now has to re¬ 
hearse in a school auditorium in Pros¬ 
pect Heights. 

Kovacs said she wants to grow the 
brigade even larger and hopes to reach 
150 drummers soon. 

“In order to be bigger for each show, 
I have to saturate the amount of play¬ 
ers we have,” she said.

Kovacks said, and many of the current 
members had never even picked up a 
drum stick before signing up. 

“We teach through verbal repeti¬ 
tion,” said Kovacs. “So many women 
tell me they do not have rhythm, and 
I tell them they do not need it.” 

The birthday bash, dubbed “The 


Carnival Project,” will include mu¬ 
sical performances from Batala, of 
course, as well as psychedelic Bra¬ 
zilian ’70s rock group As Lolas, Bra¬ 
zilian percussion project Grooversity, 
and a disc jockey. The party will also 
feature some circus elements, with 
Coney Island sword-swallower the 


Lady Aye imbibing some blades, and 
hula hoop expert Miss Saturn twirl¬ 
ing all her parts.

A crew of puppeteers will perform a show high¬ 
lighting the most ferocious female pirates in history 
aboard the floating Waterfront Museum in Red Hook 
from May 16-31. The shadow puppet performance 
explores the reasons real women decided to give up 
their landlubbing existences for a life of piracy, ac¬ 
cording to the director. 

“These women had choices and they chose 
this,” said Gretchen Van Lente, who is also one 
of the actors in the show “Blood Red Roses: The 
Female Pirate Project.” “Why in the world did 
they ever do this?” 

There were at least 50 known female pirates 
throughout history, according to Van Lente, but the 
show focuses on six of the most famous freeboo¬ 
ters from the 1300s until 1869. The performance is 
divided into five scenes, each about 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes long, about the marauders’ lives in chrono¬ 
logical order with segments on revenge, adventure 
and escape, justice, power, and survival. 

The life of a pirate is often glamorized in 
movies such as the “Pirates of the Caribbean” 
series, but Van Lente said it wasn’t all buried 
treasure and sea shanties. 

“We have this romanticized idea of pirates— 
we have this Jack Sparrow-Orlando Bloom ideal 
around them,” said Van Lente, adding that life 
on the boat is more miserable. “You can imag¬ 
ine being on a ship with 20 other guys — stink¬ 
ing it up, with scurvy.” 

But the troupe’s buccaneering puppeteering 
doesn’t focus on dissecting the lives of pirates. 
Instead, Van Lente said the show highlights the 
tough women who decided to set sail for a life 
of swashbuckling adventure. 

“All of these woman had to have a steel con¬ 
stitution or they wouldn’t survive,” she said.

Fact-sinating 



He is fascinated by the fascinating. 

A Park Slope writer and composer has penned 
an illustrated tome featuring who he considers 
to be some of the 50 most interesting people 
in the world. But the author of “Extraordinary 
People: A Semi-Comprehensive Guide to Some 
of the World’s Most Fascinating Individuals” 
said “fascinating” doesn’t always mean “fa¬ 
mous” — just someone who has done some¬ 
thing “above and beyond the norm.” 

“‘Fascinating,’ or more specifically, ‘extraordi¬ 
nary,’ tome, doesn’t necessarily mean ‘role model,’ ” 
said Michael Hearst, who will launch his book at 
PowerHouse Arena in Dumbo on May 16. 

The book includes people responsible for sci¬ 
entific breakthroughs, inventions, humanitarian 
efforts, and acts of great daring. One of the 50 
featured faces is Soviet space program master¬ 
mind Sergei Korolev, who was responsible for 
Sputnik and sending cosmonaut Yuri Gagarin 
and the dog Laika into outer space. Hearst said 
Korley has never really gotten his full dues. 

“Many consider Korlev to be the father of 
practical astronautics,” said Hearst, who wrote 
the first draft in four months, mostly at Park 
Slope Library. “Of course, the reason we are 
just now hearing about him is because he was 
locked away in a Soviet gulag for years.” 

Other people in the book have more eccen¬ 
tric claims to fame. Jeanne De Clisson, a female 
pirate in the 1300s, trolled the English Chan¬ 
nel hunting down and destroying French ships. 
Heraclio Bernal, also known as the “thunder¬ 
bolt of Sinaloa,” was a real-life Robin Hood in 
Mexico — he stole from the rich and gave to 
the poor and is also the subject of many Mexi¬ 
can folk songs. 

Hearst said he has met, talked to, or corre¬ 
sponded with several of the people featured in 
the book, including his all-time hero, profes¬ 
sional skateboarder Rodney Mullen, who in¬ 
vented the flat-ground ollie skate move. 

“I spent several hours on the phone with him 
talking about his role as ‘godfather of street 
skating,”’ said Hearst. 

Hearst said he isn’t just interested in fas¬ 
cinating people — he wrote “Extraordinary 
People” as a follow-up to his first publication, 
“Unusual Creatures,” in which he highlighted 
unsung fauna, such as the axolotl, echidna, hag- 
fish, and mimic octopus. 

At the launch, Hearst said he will give a pre¬ 
sentation with photos and videos of some of the 
book’s featured individuals, perform a musical 
set inspired by the book, and serve Toll House 
cookies, which were invented by Ruth Wake¬ 
field, who is also featured in the book.

It's going on the record 

Bedford-Stuyvesant vinyl store stars in new film

Avoiding Running Injuries 
While Staying in Shape

In the past; / have run for physical fitness on 
occasion, but now running has become my 
primary form of exercise, and I plan to con¬ 
tinue doing it on a regular basis. But I know 
that there are injuries that can develop over 
time due to running. What can I do to re¬ 
duce my risk of incurring them? 

There's nothing that can derail a well-intentioned at¬ 
tempt to stay in shape or participate in a sport like an 
injury. You have probably heard the mantras "know 
your body," and "take it slow," but the real key to 
preventing injuries starts with a careful evaluation of 
your individual risk factors—age, weight, previous 
injuries, and other circumstances—as well as what 
injuries are commonly associated with the particular 
physical activity you plan to take up. The one that is 
responsible for the most injuries is, indeed, running. 

Running at any speed is an impact activity—you can 
think of every stride you take as a "jump" from your 
left leg to your right leg. Each time you land, you 
put sudden stress on the joints, bones and muscles 
in your legs. Added up, studies suggest that in just 
one mile of running an American of average weight 
places about 45 tons of force on each leg 

The accumulation of all of this impact over the course 
of weeks, months, and years, explains why injuries 
caused by repetitive stress are the ones that occur 
most with running. The cartilage in the knee can 
gradually wear away, resulting in painful grinding of 
the bones that converge in the knee joint. The bones 
and muscles in the shins—which bear a very high 
percentage of your body weight—are particularly 
susceptible to stress fractures and swelling. 

A key to preventing repetitive stress injuries due to 
running is minimizing the overall impact force on your 
legs. Don't take large strides which cause your heel 
(and, subsequently, the joints in your knees and hips) 
to bear all of the impact of landing—make sure that 
your steps are short enough so that you always land 



on the middle of your foot, and allow your legs to act 
as "shock absorbers." Keep your legs directly beneath 
you as well—the wider your stride, the more stress 
you place on your ankles. Strengthening exercises on 
off-days can also go a long way toward reducing the 
risk of injuries incurred by running—particularly, ex¬ 
ercises that address the muscles in your hips, lower 
back, and abdomen. (And definitely do not forget 
to stretch, before you work out—always warm up 
first—and immediately after you finish.) 

There's no reason to let running injuries prevent you 
from getting, and staying, in shape. By taking the 
proper precautionary measures, you will give your¬ 
self the best chance to hit your stride.

)CRAZY

I f you have passed a public 
playground anywhere in 
New York City, you have 
seen this sign: “Playground 
rules prohibit adults except in 
the company of children.” 

That is right — no adults 
allowed, unless they are de¬ 
monstrably there in their ca¬ 
pacity as a caregiver. Appar¬ 
ently, any adult who simply 
wants to sit on a bench and 
watch kids at play could be a 
creep. Best to just ban them 
all. The idea that children and 
adults go naturally together 
has been replaced by distrust 
and disgust. 

Maybe you recall that case 
in a Washington Heights play¬ 
ground a few years back when 
seven chess players were fined 
for — wait for it — playing 
chess. 

The chess tables — con¬ 
crete ones, placed there by 
the city — were deemed too 
close to the kids. So the men 
were booted. 

It didn’t matter that they 
hadn’t caused any trouble. In 
fact, the grizzled guys had 
taken it upon themselves 
to teach some of the local 
kids how to play the Game 
of Kings. 

The reality of the situa¬ 


tion — the men’s kindness 
—didn’t matter. All that mat¬ 
tered was the fantasies con¬ 
jured up by “What if?” think¬ 
ing: What if they turned out 
to be monsters? 

By separating the gener¬ 
ations this way, we are cre¬ 
ating a new society, one that 
actively distrusts anyone who 
wants to help a kid other than 
his own. Compare this anxi¬ 
ety with what goes on in Ja¬ 
pan. There, the youngest kids 
wear bright yellow hats when 
they go to school. 

“Doesn’t that put them in 
danger?” asked a friend I was 
telling about this. To her, a kid 
who calls attention to himself 
is a kid who could be attract¬ 
ing a predator. It is like she 
really thinks kids should play 
outside in camouflage. 

But attracting adult atten¬ 
tion is exactly what the yellow 


hats are supposed to do. In 
Japan, the assumption is that 
the easier it is to see children, 
the easier it is for grown-ups 
to look out for them. 

Japan is coming from the 
idea that children are our col¬ 
lective responsibility. Amer¬ 
ica sees children as private 
treasures under constant 
threat, so why trust anyone 
else around them? 

Which brings me to the 
flip side of our obsession with 
stranger danger: the idea that 
any time a parent lets her kids 
do anything on their own, she 
is actually asking the rest of 
us grown-ups to “babysit” 
them, for free. 

This topic came up last 
week when a story from Can¬ 
ada went viral: an 11-year- 
old boy in an Alberta mall 
was detained by the staff of 
the Lego store because he 


was shopping there without 
a parent. It didn’t matter that 
he had come there with his 
own money, intending to buy 
the Legos he loves so much. 
It didn’t matter that he had 
shopped there many times be¬ 
fore without incident. And it 
didn’t matter that he was per¬ 
fectly well behaved. 

All that mattered was that 
this time, a store employee 
asked his age and when it 
was under 12 (the magical 
age when Lego allows con¬ 
sumers to fork over cash on 
their own) he was deemed 
an unbearable burden to the 
store. The manager had him 
detained him until his father 
picked him up. 

This detention outraged 
many people, but a signif¬ 
icant contingent sided with 
the store, saying that the em¬ 
ployees there shouldn’t have 
to “babysit” the boy. 

But that’s the point! No 
one did have to babysit him. 
He was just a person in pub¬ 
lic, albeit a young one. He 
was fine. 

If some problem had 
come up — say he poked 
himself in the eye with a 
Lego block — well, then, 
yes, some adult may have 


had to come to his aid. 

That is not babysitting! 
That is one human being help¬ 
ing another who happens to 
be under 12. 

Most kids making their 
way to school, running an er¬ 
rand, or playing in the park 
are not going to need major 
league assistance from any¬ 
one, adult or otherwise. But if 
they do, I’d like to think most 
of us would give it ungrudg¬ 
ingly. Their parents have not 
foisted a huge burden on so¬ 
ciety by letting their kids be 
part of it. 

Old and young have always 
interacted. Adults who enjoy 
being around kids are, for the 
most part, adults who enjoy 
being around kids. They aren’t 
predators. 

And kids who are out and 
about in the world are, for the 
most part, kids out and about. 
Not a big, unpaid, drag of a 
job for the rest of us. 

I’m not sure about the yel¬ 
low hats, but Japan has the 
right idea. Looking out for 
everyone beats trusting no 
one.

T here is a teenager in my 
house. He is taller than 
I am, and seemingly his 
own person. When I asked 
him to walk the dog the other 
morning before school, he ac¬ 
tually said “No.” 

Holy s—. The boy said 
“No.” 

I stood there aghast. No? 
A child isn’t supposed to say 
no to his parents. 

I immediately grabbed the 
phone out of his hands and 
pocketed it angrily. 

“I’m taking your phone, un¬ 
til further notice!” I said. 

He shrugged. 

“I don’t care,” he said. “I’m 
tired, and I’m not walking the 
dog this early, I’m not going 
out.” 

Wait. He didn’t care? What 
ammunition did I have? 

“No friends over after 
school, no doing anything,” 
I said. “You need to come 
straight home!” 

“Mom...” 

He talked to my back as I 
walked out of his room. I was 
angry, but as much at myself as 
at him. Shouldn’t I know how 
to communicate better with 
my son so we weren’t in this 
predicament? How exactly 
had I put myself in this stu¬ 
pid I’m-going-to-take-things- 
away-to-make-you-do-things 
jam that I always promised 
myself I would avoid? Was 
it so important that he walk 
the dog? Or was it just the 
principle of the thing? 

As I stormed about the 
kitchen, I thought of all those 
warnings from parents of kids 
older than mine, all those 
scary stories of the teenage 
years. I always thought if I 
hugged and loved my child, 
we would be close, and then 
we could just easily get along. 
I thought I would find a way to 
avoid fights and discord. 

One way to avoid discord 
was to do everything myself. 


If you didn’t ask anything of 
your kids, if you just let them 
hang with their friends, do as 
they pleased, then it would 
be smooth sailing. Except I 
didn’t bargain for the anger 
and resentment that builds as 
one does all the chores while 
children old enough to help sit 
idle, without noticing. 

“You could have walked 
the dog earlier,” he said. 

And in fact it was true. I get 
up super early most days and 
there were hours of dark in 
which I could have taken the 
dog before my early appoint¬ 
ment. But I had work to do, 
dishes to put away, straight¬ 
ening ... wait. Did I have to 
give excuses why I asked him 
to do the job instead of doing 
it myself? Did I really have to 
justify asking this one sim¬ 
ple thing? 

My husband took out the 
dog as I angrily made break¬ 
fast. Should I even make my 
usual smoothie? Offer an egg 
sandwich? Why should I do 
anything for him when he 
wouldn’t do something for 
me? 

Tit for tat, even steven, 
an eye for an eye — all the 
phrases entered my mind. It 
was so cliche, but yet how else 
to explain to a young person 
that goodwill is built on ev¬ 
eryone pitching in and doing 
their part in a household?

The words sounded 
beautiful to my ears. You said, 
so I’m doing it. Thank god. 
Defiance wasn’t completely 


the new norm. 

“I 
really don’t like arguing, and 
I know I sprung it on you this 
morning about walking the 
dog, but I really need you to 
be able to do some things, even 
when you don’t want to.” 

He nodded. We agreed that

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Back home in Bklyn 

Singer returns to her roots with Slope residency

May dates, May dates! 

A country singer-song- 
writer who got her start in 
’90s Brooklyn is going back 
to her beginnings. Acclaimed 
songstress Laura Cantrell is 
headed out to play shows all 
over the East Coast in May, 
but she will be back in the bor¬ 
ough every Tuesday to play a 
show at Park Slope’s Union 
Hall, where she said she hopes 
to channel the energy of those 
halcyon days. 

“One of the reasons I 
wanted to return to Brook¬ 
lyn for this residency was to 
recapture some of the spirit 
of fun from those early days 
before music was my job,” 
she said. 

Cantrell hails from Nash¬ 
ville, but moved to New York 
City in the late ’80s for college, 
where she learned to play gui¬ 
tar and started working as a ra¬ 
dio disc jockey. She moved to 
Williamsburg in 1991, where 
she said she honed her mu¬ 
sical chops playing with the 
hoards of young performers 
who also moved to the city’s 
new creative outpost at the 
time — not least of all John 
Linnell and John Flansburgh 
of They Might Be Giants, with 
whom she recorded in 1992 on 
the band’s album “Apollo 18.” 
In 1993, she began present¬ 
ing her long-running coun¬ 
try music show “Radio Thrift 
Shop” on New Jersey radio 
station WFMU. 

Cantrell recorded her first 
demos at the legendary Coy¬ 


ote Studios onN. Sixth Street, 
between Wythe Avenue and 
Berry Street. She said it may 
be hard to believe now—the 
Coyote Studios space is now 
an Urban Oufitters — but 
Williamsburg was the per¬ 
fect place for up-and-com¬ 
ing artists at that time. 


“It was a great time and 
place to develop as an artist,” 
she said. “Williamsburg was 
like a blank canvas about to 
change back then. Nobody, ex¬ 
cept for maybe real estate de¬ 
velopers, knew what it might 
become.” 

Since these humble begin¬ 


nings, Cantrell, who moved 
to Queens in 2003, has re¬ 
leased five studio albums 
and garnered plenty of criti¬ 
cal praise. She found interna¬ 
tional success when legendary 
British Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion disc jockey John Peel re¬ 
portedly fell in love with her 
2000 album, “Not the Trem¬ 
blin’ Kind,” and brought her 
on his show to record sev¬ 
eral live “Peel Sessions” with 
him. She spent last year tour¬ 
ing the U. S. and United King¬ 
dom in support of her latest 
album “No Way There From 
Here.” But back in the bor¬ 
ough where she cut her teeth, 
Cantrell said she is excited to 
spread her wings. 

“For these shows, I’m re¬ 
ally looking forward to play¬ 
ing with some different line¬ 
ups and visiting material from 
our first album to the most 
recent, and duetting with 
^ some of our great guests,” 
| said Cantrell, whose guests 
= will include rock band the Hu¬ 
man Hearts, featuring music 
writer and local music fixture 
Franklin Bruno, and the Mi¬ 
chael Shelley Band, whose 
namesake member is also a 
longtime WFMU presenter. 
“The point of these shows is 
to be celebratory and fun, 
to stretch out over the four 
weeks and see how much fun 
we can have.”
